The Computer, Science, Art and Music departments 
have been moved in and the areas are becoming set- 
tled. In fact, it is rare to see any faculty members from 
those departments in the School House area during the 
day. The students have adapted to their new surround- 
ings well with many students expressing a keen inter- 
est in Art courses for next year. 


The Mandeville Auditorium is expected to be complet- 
ed and occupied in early February for the musical 
Leader of the Pack which premiéres in early March. 
The finishing touches are being added to the theatre 








which include the lighting and sound systems, the or- 
chestra pit cover, sound absorption panels and carpet- 
ing. Sound technicians who are installing the P.A. and 
theatre audio systems say that the theatre is one of 
the best that they have worked in. They were sur- 
prised to hear that the cat-walks are going to be car- 
peted as well! The reason for the carpeting is to keep 
the noise down on the cat-walks during a performance. 


A V-shaped Donor Recognition Wall has been in- 
stalled between the two main staircases and its addi- 
tion has greatly enhanced the foyer's decor by provid- 
ing a colourful artistic design done in aquamarine and 
terra cotta ceramic tiles. This wall subtlely and taste- 
fully recognizes the significant donors to the 2nd Cen- 
tury Campaign.

It was necessary to is- 
sue new class schedules to all of the 
500 students in Upper School, and a 
good portion of Middle School, be- 
cause the opening of the new build- 
ing has meant the moving of all Sci- 
ence, Computer, Data Processing, 
Drafting, Art, Music and Theatre 
Arts courses into the spacious and 
well-appointed confines of the 2nd 
Century Building. In addition, all 
Geography classes were relocated 
from the History/Geography wing 
at the west end of School House to 
the former Science laboratories be- 
neath the Great Hall. Mathemat- 
ics, English, and History also had 
at least one or two classes moved in 
the shuffle of when Computer Sci- 
ence and other disciplines moved to 
the new building. 


The Move 


The new building was ready for use 
on January 4, due to great last min- 
ute efforts, both by the contractor 
and sub-contractors, to finish off all 
aspects of the flooring and trim 
throughout all but the theatre por- 
tion of the building; also, by the 
work of professional movers in 




















transporting, just after Christmas, 
the moveable lab equipment, com- 
puters, paints and other appurte- 
nances of the departments moving 
into the new building; and finally, 
by the herculean efforts of faculty, 
particularly of the science, comput- 
er and property departments, in ar- 
ranging and, in some cases, assem- 
bling new equipment as well as 
sorting out the old. Property Man- 
ager Les Andrew spent many hours 
over the holidays, for instance, as- 
sembling the magnificent high- 
tech, Italian-made drafting boards 
for the media/merchandising class- 
room. Mr. Stephen Hunt, of the 
Computer Science department, also 
spent many hours in seeing that 
both new and old computers were 
installed and ready to go in the four 
new computer facilities.
